NEw YORK, Nov. 8.—Demestic 
x registrations of new p4ssen- 
ger cars in the United States in 

the first nine months of 1929 
amounted to 3,320,177, as com- 
pared with 2,489,631 in the 
responding period of last 
and exceeded the entire sales of 
the year 1928, which were 3,154,272. 

September sales totaled 304,422, 
as compared with 376,945 in August 
and 271,846 in September, 1928, 
according to complete sales returns 
from all states received today. This 
was a gain of 32,576 units over a 
year ago, equivalent to 119 per 
cent. 

The nine months’ increase over 
last year amounted to 830,546, 
equivalent of 33.3 per cent 

The third-quarter sales amounted 
to 1,114,062, as against 925,855 in 
the corresponding period of lasi 
year, an increase of 
to 20.3 per cent.

Without attracting any particular 
notice, the Ford Motor Company 
during the past two years has in- 
creased its prices on practically all 
the popular Ford models. Although 
not generally realized. prices of 
these models are higher than at the 
time the Model A cars were an- 
nounced in 1927. The current re- 
duction practically offsets these ad- 
vances.

Two Court Decisions 


WO court decisions of more than passing interest to the} 


automotive industry have been handed down this week. 
While they refer to totally different spheres of automotive 
activity, we group them here because of their general 
interest. 

In one case the Supreme Court of South 
ruled that the Legislature may establish a statewide high- 
way district, which may issue bonds without submitting the 
proposed issue to a vote of the people of the state. The law, 
or rather the constitution, of South Carolina prohibits the 
state from incurring a debt for highway building without 
ithe approval of the people in a duly held election. This 


decision is important because most states have constitutional | 


provisions similar to this one. The creation of a highway | 
district consisting of the whole state appears to be a subter- 
fuge for getting around this provision of the constitution. 

The second decision to which we referred was handed 
down by the “District of Columbia Court of Appeals, and the 
ruling gave back to General Motors Acceptance Corpora- 
tion possession of a car on which it had a conditional bill 
of sale contract, when the vehicle had been seized for viola- 
tion of the liquor law. 

In this case is was shown that the acceptance company 
had received from the buyer of the car a statement describ- 
ing his business activities and giving references. 
ment was turned over to a mercantile agency for envestiga- 
tion. This agency made a report, which gave no indication 


that the buyer was likely to use the car in breaking any law. 
The court held that the acceptance company had used rea- 
sonable care before accepting the buyer and ordered the ear | 
returned to the organization that still held part ownership.

In some quarters it is considered 
that the Ford move is temporary to 
clear up accumulated stocks of cars 
in anticipation of new models to be 
apnounced for 1930, but whether | 
this is the case or not, the automo- 
bile trade is greatly interested in 
the Ford statement accompanying 

. the price reduction. In dealers’ cir- 
' eles this announcement has given 
rise to the questions: Who is mak- 
ing the reduction and Who is get- 
ting the beneiit? On the basis of 
the above table the public is little 
better off in its purchases of the 
Ford product than it was in 1927 
when business conditions were con- 
sidered sufficiently sound te require 
no altificia] stimulus from the Ford 


price policy. 


In connection with the question 
as to who is making the reduction. 
attention is called to the Ford 
statement: “Our dealers are as- 
sisting in the move by accepting a 
reduction in their discounts.” It is 
understood that the Ford discounts 
to dealers have been reduced to 
17%, % from 20%. In the popuiar 
sellimg models, fhis would mean 
that the Ford dealers are taking 
upon their shoulders the larger part 
of the burden in connection with 
the price reduction.
